The meeting was called to order at 10:00 A.M. The ballots were given to 
the Ballot Clerks. The moderator declared the polls closed at 6:00 P.M. The 
business meeting was called to order at 7:30 P.M. by the Moderator, George 
Tyler. Invocation was given by Rev. Benedict followed by the flag salute by 
those present. The warrant was read by the moderator.

Motion made 
by Larkin Burrill and seconded by Sam Baker that the Fire Department 
item be deferred to later. Bernard Bradshaw asked that $400.00 be added 
to the Street lighting line and a motion to this effect was made by Loren 
Bort and seconded by Bruce Frazer. Passed by voice vote. On the Fire 
Dept. line $15,000.00 was taken out because Article 11 was passed over. 
Bernard Bradshaw made a motion that $7,000.00 be raised for support of 
Fire Department and seconded by Maynard Farr. Passed by voice vote. 
Bernard Bradshaw made the motion that the sum of $217,796.35 be appro- 
priated under this Article for the ensuing year. Seconded by Larry Corey. 
Passed by voice vote. 


Article 3— Motion made by Helen Clement and seconded by Amy J. Burrill 
that the Selectmen and Town Treasurer be so authorized. Passed by voice 
vote. 


Article 4— Motion made by P.J. Blanchard and seconded by R. Theodore 
Ward that $100.00 be appropriated on this article. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 5 — Motion made by Bernard Bradshaw and seconded by Mary 
Frazer that we raise the following amounts which were read by Bernard 
Bradshaw as amounts requested by each one:

Littleton Hospital 1,000.00 
Woodsville Hospital 800.00

Article 6 — Motion made by P.J. Blanchard and seconded by Helen Clem- 
ent that we raise $9,500.00 for the support of the Monroe Clinic. Passed by 
voice vote. 


Article 7 — Motion made by Loren Bort and seconded by Bruce Frazer to 
authorize the Selectmen to install six new street lights. Bernard Bradshaw 
asked that $400.00 be raised for these lights. The moderator asked Loren 
Bort and Bruce Frazer if they would accept an amendment to their mo- 
tions to read to raise the necessary money to install the six new street 
lights. The amendment was approved by Loren Bort and Bruce Frazer. 
Passed by voice vote. Four lights to be installed in Harleyview Acres, one 
at North Country Farms and one at Rudolphs. 


Article 8— Motion made by P.J. Blanchard and seconded by Lark Burrill to 
appropriate $314.43 for Town Road Aid. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 9 — Motion made by Loring Chace that the town raise the sum of 
$30,000.00 to buy a new loader to replace the old one. Seconded by Loren 
Bort. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 10 — Motion made by Lark Burrill and seconded by Priscilla Pow- 
ers that the sum of $16,000.00 for town Maintenance be withdrawn from the 
Revenue Sharing Fund. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 11 — Motion made by Loren Bort and seconded by Roger Ames to 
raise $22,000.00 to buy a new chassis for the fire truck. The $22,000.00 was 
the line request for the fire department which included $15,000.00 for a 
chassis and $7,000.00 for the Fire Dept. Budget. Wendell Winchester asked 
to table this article. The moderator declared a5 minute recess to check on 
parlimentary procedure. Meeting was reconvened at the end of 5 minutes. 
Mr. Winchester withdrew his motion. Lark Burrill asked Loren Bort if he 
would withdraw his motion and Roger Ames his second. Both replied yes. 
Motion was then made by Bernard Bradshaw that $7,000.00 be raised to 
support the Fire Department. Maynard Farr seconded it. Passed by voice 
vote. Bernard Bradshaw then made the motion that Article 11 be passed 
over. Lawrence Corey seconded the motion. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 12 — Motion made by Loren Bort and seconded by P.J. Blanchard to 
raise $611.00 for North Country Health Agency. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 13 — Motion made by Lark Burrill and seconded by Sam Baker to 
raise $611.25 for White Mountain Mental Health. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 14— Motion made by Francis Edes and seconded by Ester Tyler to 
raise $698.67 for White Mt. Regional Assoc. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 15 — Motion made by Paul Keenan and seconded by Brian St. 
Germain that $475.00 be raised for North Country Council. Passed by voice 
vote. 


Article 16 — Was left to be brought up last. 


Article 17 — Motion made by Loren Bort and seconded by Lark Burrill that 
the Selectmen be so authorized to withdraw necessary sums from Sewer 
Contingency Fund. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 18 — Motion made by Loring Chace, and seconded by Francis Edes 
that the town accept this Article. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 19 — Motion made by Lark Burrill and seconded by P.J. Blanchard 
that $15,000.00 be raised for State Aid Construction. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 20— Motion made by Loring Chace to raise $6,800.00 to complete tax 
map. Seconded by Helen Clement. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 21 — Motion made by Helen Clement that the Selectmen be so 
authorized to take any appropriate action on non-payment of taxes. Sec- 
onded by Priscilla Powers. Passed by voice vote. 


Article 22 — This article on ballot. 


Article 23 — Motion made by Lark Burrill and seconded by Carl Lawrence 
to accept all reports as written. 


Article 24 — Loren Bort asked what was being done on the water shut off 
valve map. Bernard Bradshaw said the map was being worked on at this 
time. Mary Stanton made a motion that the road identification signs be 
painted white with green letters. Seconded by Esther Tyler. Passed by 
voice vote. This motion would involve money so will have to be brought up 
at another meeting as the budget has been passed. 


Article 16, was brought up at this time. Bernard Bradshaw made the motion 
that this meeting be recessed to May 23rd at 7:30 P.M. at which time Article 
16 would be taken up and to transact any other business that may legally 
come before said meeting. Seconded by Lark Burrill. Passed by voice vote. 


Bernard Bradshaw at this time asked the voters to recognize 15 years of 
service that Loring Chace had given the Town of Monroe as a Selectman. 
Mr. Chace was given a standing round of applause. 


Meeting Recessed at 9:39. 


PROCEEDINGS OF RECESSED TOWN MEETING 
May 23, 1978 


The adjourned Town Meeting was called to order by Mr. Tyler, mod- 
erator, at 7:30 P.M. to bring up Article 16, as written in the warrant of the 
March 14, 1978 Town Meeting, and any other business that might lawfully 
come before said meeting. Mr. Tyler proceeded to read Article 16 as 
written in the warrant for the Town Meeting of March 14, 1978. 

The moderator called upon Bernard Bradshaw, who made a motion to 
Amend Article 16 of the warrant for Town Meeting for the 14th day March 
1978, to be acted on at adjourned Town Meeting by inserting in line 2 after 
the figure $25,200.00, the following words: “by withdrawing said sum from 
the Sewer Contingency Fund,” and by deleting in line 5 all language after 
“Federal Funds” down through lines 6, 7,8, 9, 10, 11 and 12, through “Town 
of Monroe” so that said Article as amended will read as follows: 


Article 16 — To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum of 
$25,200.00 by withdrawing said sum from the Sewer Contingency Fund, for 
the purpose of preparing plans and specifications on sewerage and sew- 
age treatment facilities which are requirements contained in the Federal 
Water Pollution Control Act, as Amended (33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq.) and will 
qualify the Town for Federal funds and to allow the Selectmen to expend 
such monies as become available from the Federal Government under the 
Financial Assistance Program of the Construction Grants section of the 
Federal Water Pollution Control act, as amended (33 U.S.C. 1251 et seq.) 
and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Elwyn Gibson seconded the motion to accept the Article as amended. 
The article was open for discussion and questions. During this time Mr. 
David Nyman and Mr. Conrad Bernier, Representatives of Jordon Co., 
were called upon to answer questions. After a lengthy discussion and all 
questions were answered the moderator asked the people if they were 
ready to vote on the motion as amended. Mrs. Janice Martin called fora 
ballot. The results were: 

Number of votes cast — 68 

Number for choice — 35 

Yes — 58 No — 10 
and the declared Article was carried. A motion was made by Mr. Maynard 
Farr to adjourn the meeting and was seconded by Mr. Paul Keenan. Meet- 
ing was adjourned at 9:15 P.M. by Mr. Tyler, moderator.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 1978 


It was another good year for the library, our circulation was 12,059 an 
increase of 1,253 over 1977. We added 900 titles; 526 adult fiction, 261 
non-fiction; 114 juvenile fiction and non-fiction. We made available 
through the bookmobile, an additional 1,185 volumes (4 visits) and bor- 
rowed 135 from the State Library in Concord on specific requests of our 
patrons. 

The new stacks, for which you voted funds last year, were in place on 
March 3lst and have added immeasurably to the convenience of the li- 
brary. We now are able to have separate area for, detective, western, 
Avalon books, romance and the older paperbacks as well as augmenting 
the reference and general area. 

It was cooler at Durham last summer. I spent a profitable week learning 
about reference work and materials. I was pleased to find that those in the 
past who chose books for our reference collection chose wisely and well. 
There was no long list for me to try and find what we might need. Most of it 
was already here and all there is to do is to augment and keep it current. 
This summer, I hope to take Introduction to Library and Book Selection 
for Adults and Young Adults. There are 8 Public Library technique 
courses and I have taken four. 

Last year I mentioned to you my collection of soap boxes which I cut 
down, cover with contact paper and use to file our back copies of periodi- 
cals. We now have 472. It has been a most worthwhile project and I still 
have use for more. This year we hope to purchase metal Princton files for 
our large collection of American Heritage magazines. These require a 
different type of file. We were able to purchase some rugged plastic files 
for our extensive National Geographic collection last year. Thank you all 
for your help in this endeavor. 

Your library is open Tuesday and Saturday, 1:30 to 8:00 P.M., closed all 
legal holidays. Harriet Hinman holds Craft classes at the Library and the 
local TOPS chapter meets there on Thursday evenings. 

The Trustees and I welcome your patronage. If you haven’t come in, why 
not visit us this year. The cost of reading material has increased and we 
have 53 magazines for you to borrow. We will make that 54 with the advent 
of a new magazine called Omni.

In Monroe, North Country Council provided general assistance to the 
planning board with revision of the town’s zoning ordinance. Reviewed 
201 study. 


The North Country Council continued to make substantial progress in 
1978 by providing services in the following areas: 


Planning Services: Providing local technical assistance to member com- 
munities continued to consume a good amount of Council time. Areas of 
assistance include: master planning, subdivision regulations, zoning, re- 
viewing development proposals, mobile homes, grantsmanship, etc. 
Through a grant from the Farmers Home Administration, NCC will have 
the services of a project planner and planning engineer to further assist 
communities in water supply, solid waste and review of development 
proposals. 


Econemic Development: NCC updated its Overall Economic Development 
Program, a requirement which entitles the North Country to EDA grants 
and loans. The Council also completed a Wood Energy Study and a 
Downtown Improvement Program for 1 town. Through the resources ofthe 
University of New Hampshire, a business counseling program is being 
developed. Federal and state agencies use the Council’s work as a guide 
for future public investments. 


Preparation of Regional Plans: In 1978, the Council adopted and published 
both the Land Use Element and the Housing Element. Both of these docu- 
ments provide a broad framework for action in these two areas. Inthe area 
of solid waste, the Council has coordinated a number of meetings with the 
N.H. Air Pollution Control Commission, Division of Public Health and 
sponsored a meeting on solid waste disposal in January 1979. The Council 
has continued to make progress in the Public Transportation Program. 
NCC also coordinated with the N.H. Department of Public Works and 
Highways in the annual meeting to receive local input on needed highway 
improvements. Much of the Council’s time is spent responding to requests 
from Selectmen on various planning matters. Fact sheets have been pre- 
pared on soils and community planning, wetlands, and master planning. 
Other educational documents will be prepared in 1979. 


North Country Perspective: NCC continues to respond to opportunities to 
provide a North Country perspective to federal and state policies. NCC 
represented the area in a 3-day workshop as part of the Farmers Home 
Administration’s national assessment of rural community facilities. 
Council members represent the North Country on the State’s “208” Water 
Quality Program, solid waste program and other areas. The Council tes- 
tified before the N.H. House subcommittee on Growth. 


Education and Information: For the third consecutive year, the North 
Country Council co-sponsored the six municipal law lectures. A special 
workshop was held on the development of small hydro sites. NCC also 
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sponsored a North Country meeting of bankers, real estate agents, local 
officials, and other development interests to inform them of the oppor- 
tunities under the N.H. Housing Finance Agency’s mortgage program. 
With the advent of Planning Profiles, the Council’s monthly newsletter, 
NCC is making an effort to keep local officials and interested persons 
up-to-date on Council programs and other related planning activities. Ina 
further effort to solicit local input on planning projects, the Council has 
been holding a series of subregional meetings around the North Country. 

In 1979, the Council expects to provide more services to local officials to 
help them carry out the goals of their own towns. The newly-funded Area 
Development Assistance Program will provide greater assistance to 
communities. NCC will be working on an energy program to determine the 
practicality of developing indigenous energy resources. Requests for 
community planning services will increase. 


Membership in the Council over the last five years has increased from 
five members in 1973 to forty active members in 1978. A good deal of 
service has been provided in that period and it is hoped that more can be 
provided in the years ahead. Ideas on how the Council can be of greater 
assistance to towns are welcomed. The Board of Directors and all the 
members of the North Country Council greatly appreciate the support 
received from the towns. This support has enabled the Council to provide 
its planning services for the region and local communities.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT FOREST FIRE CHIEF AND 
YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


For more than 80 years, a cooperative effort between the State of New 
Hampshire and local forest fire authorities has created a forest fire pre- 
vention and suppression program that is recognized as superior through- 
out the United States. 

Since the first forest fire laws were written in 1895, the state and local 
community governments have worked together to prevent and combat 
forest fires. 

Today, 249 forest fire wardens and more than 1,800 deputy wardens are 
appointed every three years by the State Forester to work with the mem- 
bers of the State Forest Fire staffin this effort. State funds are used to pay 
one-half the cost of forest fire suppression costs incurred by local forest 
fire organizations, within pay rates established by the Governor and 
Council. State funds matched by local funds are used to purchase hand 
tools to suppress forest fires, to train local forest fire crews and in forest 
fire prevention work. 

All outside burning, when the ground is not covered with snow, is per- 
mitted only after obtaining a written fire permit from your local Forest 
Fire Warden. Penalty for burning without a permit when one is required is 
a misdemeanor punishable by a fine up to $1,000 or a jail term of up to one 
year or both.

During the year 1978, the Monroe Volunteer Fire Dept. responded to 16 
alarms as follows:

As the above statistics show, the highest percentage of our responses 
were related to burning wood. To help cut down on these responses, we 
again remind the townspeople that if you have any questions relative to 
burning wood, please contact the Fire Department. 

On November 12, 1978, Twin State Mutual Aid Fire Dispatch began 
operations culminating years of planning and hard work. The services 
provided by Central Dispatch include 24-hour-a-day answering of radios. 
Dispatchers are trained and use operating procedures which have been 
preplanned, are comprehensive and approved by Twin State. All mutual 
aid help goes through Dispatch. Response is predetermined by run cards 
for each town, as to the amount and type of apparatus. Automatic cover is 
also provided. A tone generator allows dispatch to instantly alert, by 
pushing a button, several fire departments and FAST squads. Sirens can 
also be rung from Dispatch. 

In time, the Monroe Fire Dept. hopes to switch from the present Red 
Phone alerting system to a contract with Grafton County for fire phone 
answering and utilizing the Central Dispatch System 100%.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my fourteenth annual report to the voters of the 
Monroe School District. 

Last year’s report dealt primarily with two major areas of concern facing 
Monroe School District voters, the New Hampshire Accountability Plan 
and the formal implementation of the Handicap Law, P.L. 94-142. These 
programs are not now on the horizon, but are a very distinct part of our 
educational program. 

First, the New Hampshire Accountability Program is in its infancy with 
a proposal from each supervisory union or school district due in Concord 
by March 31, 1979. A proposal has been written and submitted to each 
school board for board action prior to the deadline date. 

In this plan, we have projected atime frame of two years to comply with 
the implementation of the proposal. Some of the major challenges to 
everyone concerned with education vis-a-vis accountability will be: 

e Howto assure that hard policy decisions do not result in soft implemen- 
tation. 

e How to motivate students to meet the minimum standards. 

e Communicating to parents, citizens, teachers and other staff members 
that the minimums are meant as a floor. 

e How to remain patient, rather than abandon the movement because it 
does not solve the problems in two or three years. 

e Howto make sure the skills tested are imbedded in the curriculum but, 
at the same time, making sure they do not become the only curriculum. 

e Howto enable our school system to make the changes required of them, 
given present fiscal constraints, the sharp division between elementary 
and secondary philosophies and programs, and the need for extensive 
teacher training if all are to be required and responsible for teaching 
basic skills. 

e How to accommodate handicapped students in the scheme of things to 

be provided. Advice is needed, for example, on how to establish com- 

petencies for handicapped students that can be incorporated into fed- 

erally mandated individualized educational plans. 

Making school boards, administrators and teachers aware of possible 

legal challenges. One possible challenge is a charge of discrimination if 

the minimum competency tests measure knowledge or skills which were 

never taught in our school. Another could be the charge that minimum 

competency tests were not given an adequate phase-in period. There 

are a myriad of other problems associated with this program that will 

arise. 

The greatest challenge we will all face is where do we draw the line in 

granting a high school diploma? Prior to confronting this dilemma we 

must make special efforts in the primary grades to teach all children the 

basics. It will not be easy, but we must proceed cautiously and prudently in 

providing children the opportunity to learn by changing our teaching 

methodology where past methods have not been successful. In doing so, we 
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will provide a guide to the clients of education that those who cannot or 
will not learn shall not be granted a diploma. 

The special session of the New Hampshire General Court in the Spring 
of 1978 changed the funding requirements for school districts under P.L. 
94-142. All school districts are obligated to pay double the state average 
per pupil cost for any out-of-district placement. Before any child is as- 
signed to another school in another district we must obtain the approval of 
the New Hampshire Department of Education, since they must pick upthe 
difference between twice the state average and the total cost. There are 
many other variations to the guidelines and law; consequently, we are all 
attempting to streamline the operations. 

Another area of concern which most people do not wish to recognize or 
simply will not pay adequate attention to is the use of energy. If the 
situation continues to deteriorate, and we are faced with rationing of 
gasoline and heating fuel, brownouts and other conservation possibilities; 
we must prepare for certain eventualities within the schoo] district. 

May I take this opportunity to extend my appreciation to the Monroe 
School Board members, faculty, and voters ofthe district for their support 
during the past year.

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REPORT OF THE 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


I herewith submit my ninth annual report to the voters of the Monroe 
School District. 

Our annual Fall Workshop was held on August 30th at Lin-Wood High 
School. The main theme of the conference was directed at the following 
question: How do we get creative writing back into the curriculum? This 
question is a very vital one in today’s classroom, even with our renewed 
emphasis on basic instruction, learners are too often viewed as receivers 
of information rather than senders. Most tests are designed to assess the 
number of facts a child has accumulated rather than his ability to com- 
municate those facts. Presently a far greater premium is placed on a 
student’s ability to read and listen than on his ability to speak and write. 
These are very serious considerations given the fact that good vocal and 
written expression are essential to the democratic process. Dr. Thomas 
Newkirk from the University of New Hampshire was our workshop consul- 
tant. The entire day was spent in helping teachers in each subject area and 
at each grade level to provide a greater variety of writing experiences for 
their students. 

On April 10-11, 1978 all schools in Supervisory Union #23 were visited by 
a Special Education Evaluation Team from the New Hampshire State 
Department of Education. The purpose ofthe evaluation was to determine 
whether we are in compliance with state and federal laws relative to the 
education of the handicapped. Under the format used by the team, ap- 
provals could have ranged from non-approval to approval for a period up 
to five years. Ina letter from Commissioner Brunelle dated June 9, 1978 we 
were informed that Supervisory Union #23 had been awarded a four year 
approval. Asummary report of the evaluation teams findings is available 
in another part of the School District Report under the heading, State 
Department of Education’s On-Site Review of Special Education Programs 
In Supervisory Union #23. In general we feel that the report was very 
favorable. 

In November Mr. Doug Brown from the Department of Education in- 
spected our school buildings with respect to new federal legislation which 
requires us to remove all architectural barrier to handicapped students. 
This law applies primarily to students with severe physical handicaps 
such as students confined to wheel chairs, severe visual and hearing 
impairments and heart disease. It is very difficult to determine exactly 
what our responsibilities will be relative to this legislation since there is 
no way to predict the number of physically handicapped children we may 
have to educate or the nature and severity of their handicapping condi- 
tions. In any case it is reasonable to assume that some of our long range 
concerns may include modification of toilet facilities, extension of hand- 
rails at the landings of stairways, visual fire warning systems and the like. 
All schools have recently completed a self evaluation with respect to 
compliance with these regulations. We have until September 1, 1980 to 
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assure that there is complete program accessibility for handicapped stu- 
dents. 

In the area of instruction, both teachers and administrators will be 
working to meet the accountability deadlines mentioned in Mr. Mullen’s 
report. If our efforts are successful, we will have compiled a continuum of 
measurable skills in each subject area and at each grade level. Together 
with these we will formulate competency tests at the end of grades four, 
eight and twelve. The results of these tests will provide parents and the 
public in general with more precise information as to how well our chil- 
dren are performing. Also, these tests will allow teachers to judge a child’s 
strengths and weaknesses and to adjust instruction accordingly. 

My sincerest thanks to the School Board, the staff and everyone con- 
nected with the Monroe School District for their excellent support.

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SUPERVISORY UNION #23 
REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT’S AND 
ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of New Hampshire requires 
that school district annual reports show the total amount paid to the superin- 
tendent and assistant superintendent. 

One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated among the sev- 
eral school districts of the union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One- 
half is prorated on the basis of average daily membership in the schools 
for the previous school year ending June 30. The Superintendent of 
Supervisory Union #23, during the 1978-1979 school year, will receive a 
salary of $26,365.00 made up as follows: $2,500.00 to be paid by the State 
Department of Education and $23,865.00 prorated among the several 
school districts. The Assistant Superintendent will receive a salary of 
$21,700.00 which is made up as follows: $2,500.00 to be paid by the State 
Department of Education, and $19,200.00 prorated among the several 
school districts. Allowance for travel within the union for the Superinten- 
dent is $3,000.00 and for the Assistant Superintendent, $2,000.00 also pro- 
rated as stated above.

ON-SITE REVIEW OF SPECIAL EDUCATION 
PROGRAMS IN SUPERVISORY UNION #23 
New Hampshire State Department of Education 
April 10-11, 1978 


INTRODUCTION 


The evaluation team would like to thank the staff of Supervisory Union 
#23 for their gracious assistance to the evaluation team during their visit 
on April 10-11, 1978. The visits of the team required close scheduling and 
coordination. The staff persons of the Supervisory Union were always 
available to assist in any way (the evaluation team especially appreciates 
the help from Mrs. Shari Stolper). Mrs. Stolper spent a great deal of time 
traveling on behalf of the evaluation team to insure that records were 
available and to provide the team with any required clerical assistance. 

Supervisory Union #23 is spread over a large sparcely populated geo- 
graphical area. Most of the schools within the Supervisory Union have a 
small population, making it difficult to provide a wide range of special 
education services. The evaluation team was particularly impressed with 
the imaginative ways of which the special education team of the Supervis- 
ory Union has met this challenge.

Program Commendations 

The evaluation team would like to commend: (1) The school by its assis- 
tant superintendent, principal, and other administrative personnel for 
their wholehearted support given to special education programs within 
Supervisory Union #23; (2) The special education program staff for their 
enthusiastic, knowledgeable, and serious attitudes towards carrying out 
their duties; (3) The creative way in which the Supervisory Union #23 
utilizes aides to supplement a variety of special education services; (4) 
The prescriptive teacher for her role in providing quality leadership to 
the special education programs throughout Supervisory Union #23; (5) 
The comprehensive process called out for the evaluation of special educa- 
tion students throughout the Supervisory Union; (6) The manner in which 
confidential files were kept up-to-date, complete, and conclusive; (7) The 
Supervisory Union for providing released time to professional personnel 
each week for carrying out staffings, parent conferences, and related 
activities; (8) The employment of certified and qualified special education 
professional staff teaching in the areas of specialization; (9) The adequate 
funding of special education materials and equipment as requested bythe 
professional staff; (10) The smooth and supportive relationship of profes- 
sional staff members towards each other: (11) The high level of parental 
acceptance ofthe programs for special needs children within Supervisory 
Union #23; and (12) The future plans of the professional staff for program 
development and improvement. 
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SECTION III 


Program Recommendations and Suggestions 

Summary Statement. The committee is quite impressed with the manner 
in which Supervisory Union #23 is attempting to meet the intent of state 
and federal regulations pertaining to educational programs for hand- 
icapped children. Such a high quality of service is only possible when the 
total administrative team of a Supervisory Union is working together 
regarding program goals and objectives. 

Evaluations of students are recent and tothe point. While the union does 
not have sophisticated psychological services available on a universal 
basis, funds were readily spent for such services which simpler levels of 
evaluation did not provide the needed information. Special education 
personnel made very appropriate use of less sophisticated evaluation 
materials to create effective evaluation profiles of students. 

The level of involvement of non-special education personnel such as 
school principals and regular classroom teachers was excellent. Team 
members did not sense any isolation of special education personnel from 
the rest of the staff of the school. 

The Supervisory Union #23 should be proud of its efforts to meet the 
needs of special education students. They are making excellent use ofthe 
resources available to them. 
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
